It seemed worth 
w bile to explore further into the cause. 


'•la regard Io the benefit to be de- 


rived from athletics," says the doctor, 
"one has only to remember the physiol- 
ogy of exercise to become convinced 
of the fact that exercise, per s>e, may 
be very beneficial. The point to bear 
In mind is to advise the person to stop 
l>efore fatigue becomes evident. We 
can do this readily when the athlete is 
interested in games for the mere exer- 
cise, but soch advice cannot be offered 
when iis aim is to excel in au athletic 
contest Here is where athletics do 
great harm, and It would be a safe ruie 
to advise against all forms of athletics 
In the nature of a contest 


"Athletics may be said to be bene- 


ficial until the heart begins to be mark- 
edly bypertrophled. This is the dan- 
ger signal." 


Hypertrophied is the medical mau's 


tvay of saying eplarged— that is, the 
walls or muscles of the heart increase 
in slice. Though this Js the "danger 
signal," there is no real danger here, 
only a warning. The danger comes 
wben, in consequence of additional ex- 
ertion, the heart dilates, its interior 
grows larger, displacing the delicate 
machinery* causing the valves to leak. 
Then come "murmurs," and though a 
man may live for years with weakened 
valves he may die any day aud any 
moment. 


Does physical exercise, then, build 


up the general health and make a 
better man out of a manV 
There 


seems to iie a 'question, with some 
scientific men saying today very em- 
phatically, "Not unless that physical 
exercise is very moderate indeed." 
~H"ettlth, one of the big English au- 
thorities (Sir Michael Foster) puts it, 
does aot ,axist. II is like happiness. 
Each ba^ at goal or hunt wuicli, while 
seemingly attainable, eludes perfect 
possession. 
The body consists of a 


number of mechanisms which have the 
closest and most exact relations, and 
as they approximate to harmony there 
is health, Uut when disordered there is 
-111 health. 
\ 


Not necessarily idoes A raan, By phys- 


ical training and mncli esercise be- 
#ottte a better man. nor does he even 
get better health ,-Hore,,is the striking 
evidence of it in scientific statements 
of the day. 


To obtain good health, muscle build- 


ing is not a -necessity. One cannot 
judge of a person's health by the size 
:md hardness of the muscles. 
\Ve 


have seen that tiie converse may i)e 
troe. To obtain health one must not 
be in a perfectly trained condition ow- 
ing to the effects of severe training on 
the nervous system. There is no evi- 
dence to prove that athletics and mus- 
C'le building Improve the fonstltwMea. 
Oue should always keep in mind the 
-fact that built up or hypertrophiect 
'initscle has a tendency to degenerate. 
The heatf, being a muscular organ, 
shares in this tendency. 


But the athlete is a man who goes 


through the severest physical strain 
and training. If *e boxes, runs, is a 
gymnast, a football player, a wrestler, 
an expert at baseball or tennis, any 
sport requiring violent exercise and 
the constant keeping in trim for it, all 
the rest of his body is sacrificed for 
the overdevelopment of these special 
muscles, and the rest of it must some- 
how suffer. 
* 


All tbe body should develop together, 


«s it were. Body and mind should be 
built up evenly. If overathletics does 
nothing else it produces a wearing and 
tenrlng nervous strain. 


When it conies to the actual athlete, 


the man «"ho spei-lnhzos on some form 
of pnyslcal force and muscle power, 
tbtSsc conditions are greatly aggravat- 
ed. Severe sthletic tr.iiniug ami nius- 
c!e building;, it is now an acknowledged 
fact of science, ate tit the expense of 
the nervous :uitl glandular systems. 


"An experienced athlete," says one 


authority, "Rave us his opinion that a 
man sacrifices a certain part of his life 
••very time he enters a contest of any 
kind, lie also s><uJ that a man wben 
•fit,' ns expressed iiy athletes, Is Jn an 
abnormally nervous condition. In oth- 
er words, he can nuvrr retrain at case 
for a minute nt a time and, like the 
cnRr-d lion, is forever on the move dur- 
ing his waking moments It bus been 
notn'pri by observers that athletes are 
often sickly jil particularly suscepti- 
ble to constipation and appendicitis,."

Many of the buildings 
they put up were excellent and are 
still in use. though naturally the 
houses are getting out of repair and 
are being used as dwellings only tin 
til other houses can be built, and 
much of the work they did in the Cu- 
lebra cut, arid sone of the work they 
did in digging has b'een of direct and 
real bentfit. This country has ntver 
made a better investment than the 
$40,000,000 which it paid to 
the 


French ^company for work and better 
ments, Including especially the Pan- 
ama railroad. 


An inspection on tire ground at the 


height of the rainy season served to 
convince me of the wisdom of con 
gress in refusing to adopt either a 
high-level or a sea-level canal. There 
seems to be a universal agreement 
among ail people competent to judge 
tBat the Panama route, the one act- 
ually; chosen, is much superior to 
both the" Nicaragua and Darien routes. 


Preliminary Work Done. 


The wisdom of the canal manage- 


ment has been tihovvn in nothing more 
clearly ttiau in the way in which the 
foundations of the work havte been 
laid. ,To have yielded to the natural 
impatience of ill-informed outsiders 
and begun all kinds of experiments in 
work prior to a thorough sanitation 
of the isthmus, and to a fairly 'satis- 
factory working out of the problem of 
getting and keeping a sufficient labor 
supply, would have heen disastrous. 


Th« first great problem to be solv 


jsdi upon the solution of which the suc- 
cess of the rest of the work depended, 
was 
the 
problem 
of sanitation. 


Care is taken by the inspectors of 


the 
health 
departnrect to secure 


cleanliness in the houses and proper 
hygienic conditions of every kind. I 
inspected between 20 and 20 water- 
ifioieta, both those used by the white 
employes and those used by the col- 
ored laborers. In almost every case 
I found the conditions perfect. 


I Inspected the large hospitals at 


Ancon and Colon, which are excellent 
examples of what tropical hospitals 
should be. I also inspected the re- 
ceiving hospitals in various settle- 
ments. I went through a number of 
the wards in which the colored oven 
are treated, a number. of those In 
which the white men are treated— 
Americans and Spaniards. Both white 
men anil black riven arc treated ex- 
actly alike, and "their, treatment is as 
good as that which could be obtained 
In our first-class hospitals at home. 


Just at present the health showing 


on the isthmus is remarkably good— 
so much better than in most sections 
of tlie United States that t do not be- 
lieve it can possibly continue at quite 
its present average. 


"Colon Water Supply. 


Water mains were laid in Colon 


and water was furnished to the peo- 
phi early in March from a temporary 
reservoir. 
This reservoir proved to 


be oit insufficient capacity before the 
end of the dry sfcason and the short- 
age was made up by hauling water 
over the Panama railroad, so that 
there was at all times an ample sup- 
ply of the very best water. Since 
;hat time the cow reservoir back of 
Mount Hope has been practically com- 
p'teted. I visited this reservoir. It Is 
a, lake over a mile long and half a 
mile broad. It carries now some 500,- 
000.000 gallons of first-class water. 


One of the most amusing (as well 


as dishonest) attacks made Upon the 
commission Was In connection with 
:his reservoir. The writer in question 
usually confined himself to 
vagua 


general mendacity; but in this caso 
ie specifically stated that there was 
no water In the vicinity fit for a res- 
ervoir (I drank It, and It was excel- 
ent), 
and that this particular reser- 


voir would never hold water anyway. 
With typical American humor, tha 
engineering corps still at work at the 
reservoir have christened a larsc boat 
which Is now used on the reservoir 
by the name of the individual who 
bus denied tlws possibility of the res- 
ervoir's existence.

I was informed by some of 
those present thit this hotel, and alto 


elors, almost 
invariably expressed 


themselves as entirely satisfied with 
their treatment at the commissary 
stores; except that they Stated that 
they generally could not gjat yams 
there, and had to purchase them out- 
side. The chief complaint was that 
the prices were too high. It is un- 
avoidable that the prices should be 
higher than In their own homes; and 
after careful Investigation I came to 
the conclusion that the chief trouble 
lay in the. fact that tho yams, plan- 
tains and the llko are rather perish- 
able 
food, and are very bulky com- 


pared to the amount of nourishment 
they contain, so that It is costly to 
Import them In large quantities and 
diflicult to Icoep them. Nevertheless, 
I felt that an effort should bo made 
to secure them a more ample supply 
of tholr favorite food, nnd so direct- 
ed; and I-be)tore that ultimately the 
government muat Itself feftfl thorn. I 
am having tUc matter looked Into. 


I wa» struck by the superior com- 


fort and respfectatJMty of the- lives of 
cfce married men. It would, in my 
opinion, b* a most admirable thing if 
s. much larger number of the men had 
their wives, for with their advent a!l 
complaiats about the fsod aud cook- 
leg are almost sure to cease. 


Oae of the greatest needs at pres- 


ent is to provide amusements both 
for the white men and the black. The 
Young Men's Christian association is 
trying to do good work and should 
fce In every way encouraged. But the 
government should do the main work. 
I have specifically called the atten- 
tion of the commission to this matter, 
and something has been accomplished 
already. Anything done for the wel-, 
fare of the men adds to their effi- 
ciency, and money devoted to that 
purpose is therefore properly to be 
considered as spent in building the 
canal. It is imperatively necessary 
to provide ample recreation and 
amusement if the men are to be kept 
well and healthy. -I call the special 
attention of congress to this need. 


I have dealt with the hygienic con- 


ditions which make it possible to em- 
ploy a great force of laborer^, and 
with -the task of gathering, housing 
and feeding these laborers.- There re- 
mains to consider the actual work 
which has to be done; the work b£ 
cause of which these laborers are 
gathered together—the work of con- 
structing the canal. 


Our' people found on She' isthmus a 


certain amount of old French mater- 
ial and equipment which could be 
used. Some of it, In addition, could 
be sold as scrap iron. Some could be 
used for furnishing the foundation for 
filling In. -For -much-no 'possible usa 
could be <*-n-ised that would not cost 
more than it would bring in. 


Work of Construction. 


The work is now going on with a 


vigor and efficiency pleasant to wit- 
ness. The three big problems of the 
canal are the La Boca dams, the Ga- 
tun dam, and the Culebra cut. The 
Culebra cut must me made, anyhow; 
but of course changes as to the dams, 
or at least as to- the locks adjacent 
to the dams, may still occurs The La 
Boca dams offer no particular prob- 
lem, the -bottom material being so 
good that there is a practical certain- 
ty, not merely as to what can be 
achieved, but as to the time of 
achievement. The Gatuh dam offers 
the -most serious problem which: we 
have to solve; and yet the abtest men 
on the isthmus believe that this prob- 
lem is certain of solution along the 
lines proposed. 


The Culebra cut does not offer such 


great risks. The damage liable to oc- 
cur from occasional land slips will not 
represent what"may be called major 
disasters. The work will merely call 
for intelligence, perseverance ,and' ex- 
ecutive capacity. It is, however, the 
•work upon which most labor will have 
to be spent. The dams will be com- 
posed of the earth taken out of the 
cut and very possibly the building of 
locks and dams will take even long- 
er tbaa the cutting in Culebra itself. 


The main work is now being done 


in the Culehra cut It was striking 
and impressive to see the huge steam 
shovels in full play, the 
dumping 


trains carrying away the rock arid" 
earth they dislodged. 


The rainy season will shortly be 


over and thea there ^-iH be an im- 
mense increase in the amount taken 
out; but even during the last three 
months, in the rainy season, steady 
progress is shown by the figures: In 
August, 242,000 cubic yards; in Sep^ 
tember, 291,000 cubic yards, and in 
October, 325,0f» cubic yards. In Oc- 
tober new records were established 
"or the output of individual shovels 
18 well as for the tonnage haul of 
individual locomotives. I hope to see 
:he growth of a healthy spirit of em- 
ulation between the different shovel 
and locomotive crews, just such a 
spirit as has grown on our" Battleships 
between tlie different gun crews in 
matters 
: of marksmanship. 
On the 


top notch of the Culebra cut the 
prism is now as wide as it will be; 
all told, the canal bed at this point 
lias now been sunk about 200 feet be- 
low what it originally was. It will 
have to be sunk 130 feet farther. 


Railway Improvements. 


The most advanced methods, not 


only in construction but In railroad 
management, have been applied in 
the zone, with corresponding econo- 
mies in time and cost. This has been 
shown in the handling ot the tonnage 
from ships into cars and from cars 
nto ships on the Panama railroad. 


It is not only natural, but Inevitable 


iat a work as gigantic as this which 
las been undertaken on the isthmus 
should arouse every apecies of hostil- 
ty and criticism. The conditions are 
so new and so trying, and the work 
so vast, that It "would be absolutely 
out of the question that mistakes 
should not be made. Checks will oc- 
cur. 
Unforeseen difficulties will ariss. 


From time to time seemingly well- 
settled plans will have to be changed. 
At present 25,000 men are engaged on 
the task. 
After a while the number 


•will be doubled, in such a multitude 
it Is inevitable that there should be 
here and there a scoundrel. Very 
many o* the poorer class of laborers 
lac* the mental development to pro. 
:ect themselves against cither the 
rascality of others or th°lr o*vn folly, 
and it is not possible for human wis- 
dom to devise a plan by which they 
can invariably be protected. In a place 
which has been for ages a byword for 
imhi'tiUhfulnesii, and with so large a 
congregation of strangers suddenly 
Hut down and sot to hard work there 
will now and then be outbeaks of dis- 
ease.

less here and there sow* minor ras- 
cality will be uncovered; but »s to 
this, I have to say that after the most 
painstaking inquiry I have been un 
jable to find a single reputable person 
who had so much as heard of any 
serious accusations affecting the hon- 
esty of the commission or of any re- 
sponsible officer under it. The most 
serious charge, that of the ownership 
of lots in Colon, was not advanced by 
a reputable man, and is utterly base- 
less. It is not too much to say that 
the whole atmosphere of the commis- 
sion breathes honesty as it breathes 
efficiency and energy. Above aH, the 
work has been kept absolutely clear 
of politics. I have never heard even 
a suggestion of spoils politics, in con- 
nection with It. 


Slanderers and Litwlers, 


So much for honest criticism. There 


remains an immense amount of as 
reckless slander as has ever been 
published. WKerer 13ie slanderers are 
of-foreign origin I'bave'-feo concern 
wltK then!. Where they are Ameri- 
cans, ! feiel for them the heartiest 
contempt and indignation; because, 
in a spirit of wanton dishonesty and 
malice, they are trying to interfere 
with, arid hamper the execution there- 
of, th« -greatest 'work -of the kind ever 
attempted, and are seeking^ to- bring 
to naught the efforts of their country- 
men to" put to-the credit cf America 
one of the giant feats of the age. The 
outrageous accusations of these slan- 
derers 'constituie'-a*gross libel upon a 
body of public servants who, for 
trained itfteHigence, 'Expert 'ability. 
Ugh character and- devotion to duty, 
have never beea excelled anywhere/ 
There IS ;not a man among those di- 
recting the work on the isthmus who 
has obtained bis position on any other 
basis than merit alone, and not one 
who has used his position In any way 
for his own personal or pecuniary ad- 
vantage. 


After most careful consideration-we 


navvs decided to let out most of the 
work by cSHttr&<;t, if -we Can cdnse to 
satisfactory terms- with the contrac- 
tors. The whole work'is of a kind 
suited to the peculiar-genius tjf our 
people; and oar- -people have devel- 
oped the typ9-oF contractor best fjtted; 
to grapple ^with' It It is of course 
much better ^to dotSre work in large 
part by contract than to do it all oy 
the government, provided it is possir 
ble on the one'liand''^ secure to the 
contractor a Sufficient -remuneration 
to make it worth while for responsi- 
ble^ contractors of the'best kind to un- 
dertake the work; and provided bn 
the'other BjaE"d" it can be done on 
terms - which Tjili not give an (exces- 
sive profit to-the contractor at the ex- 
pense of the government. After much 
consideration the plan already pro- 
mulgated by the secretary of war was 
adopted. Under it a premium will be 
put upon the speedy and fecOnoHtieal 
construction of the canal, and a' pen- 
alty imposed on delay and waste. 
The plan as promulgated:is tentative; 
doubtless it -will have to be changed 
m some respects before we" can come 
to a satisfactory agreement with re- 
sponsible contractors-^—perhaps even 
after the bids have been received; 
and of <5onrso it is possible that we 
can not come to an agreement, in 
ivhleh case the government will do 
ihs work Itself: 


A Seven-headed commission is of 


course a clumsy executive instru- 
ment. We should have but one com- 
missioner, with such heads of depart- 
ments and other • officers under him 
as we may nnd necessary. We should 
be expressly permitted to employ the 
best engineers in the country as con- 
sulting engineers. 


Thos« best informed believe that 


the work will be completed in about 
eight years; but It is never safe to 
prophesy about such a work as this, 
especially in the tropics. 


• 
Confident of Success. 


Of the success of the enterprise I 


am as well cc'nvhiced as one can be 
of any enterprise ! that Is human. It 
Is a stupendous'Tvbrlt upon which oar 
fellow-countrymen' are engaged down 
thsre on the lstn»tiis, and while we 
should hoW thfem to a strict account- 
ability for the way in which they 
•perform It, wa.: should yet recognize, 
with, frank generosity, the epic nature 
of the task on wilich they are en- 
gaged and Its worldwide importance. 
They are doing; something which will 
redound immeasrirab'ly to the credit 
of America, which will bfeneflt all the 
world, and which will last for ages. 


A badge is to be given to every 


American citizen who for a specified 
time has taken part in this work; for 
participation In it will hereafter be 
held to reflect honor upon th>e man 
participating Just as It reflects honor 
upon a soldtor to have belonged to a 
miShty army in a swat war for right, 
eonaness. 
Our fellow-countrymen on 


the isthmus aro working for owr In; 
terest and for the national renown in 
the aamo spirit and with the sam« 
•fftclency that the men of t.h« army 
and navy work in time ot war. It be- 
hooves us in our turn to do all we 
Win to hold np their hnnds and to aid 
them Ik dvwy *ay ttf bring their 
work to a triumphant coitdhkton.

The few new 'pools 
discovered were small in area and at 
no time were they able to

enough new production to stay the 
decline in the old fields. The new 
aools developed proved of the flashy 
tend, and under aggressive develop- 
ment -wort the production increased 
rapidly for a very brief time and then 
followed a decline as rapid, 'bringing 
disappointment and not a small loss *o 
those who have invested hoping that 
the producing lines could he advanced 
in one or more directions.
